Substantial Equivalence Comparison 
The Access Total PhCG assay is substantially equivalent to the previously cleared 
Access Total PhCG assay (K980173). Both assays utilize the same methodology, are 
the same product type, and are quantitative. The subject and predicate assays include 
the same components. The only difference between the two assays is that the sample 
type has been expanded to include human plasma samples. 

Supporting Data 
To demonstrate substantial equivalence, a method correlation study, using paired 
plasma and serum samples, was conducted using the Access Total PhCG assay. Study 
results demonstrate good correlation between the plasma and serum samples.
